Weiuer and an Italian, name not ascer- 
tained here. Only one man of the entire 
party survived, named Russell, and he Is 
badly hurt 
The scene in and around the litte town 


beggars description. Wives are almost 
crazed with grief, running to and fro, 
wringing their hands, weeping for their 
husbands, whose mangled remains lay in 
a little outhouse or shanty waiting the 
arrival of the coroner 


George Weiser, who was doing the 


tamping, was blown high in the air and 
fell In a hundred pieces 
These we« 


picked up and placed in a sheet, but noth- 
ing but the head denoted that the re 
mains were those of n human being Two 
horses were killed by falling &tones, and 
several carts were completely covered 
Altogether, it is one of the moat disastrous 
accidents that has occurred m this region

Another Quarry Bxploalon With Three 
Men Killed and BereraJ Wounded. 
KINGSTON, N. Y , June 5.—In the lower 


tunnel at Morton's quarries in Blnne- 
water, four mile* eoutn of this oitr, Elmer 
Canfleld, James Cullen, Norman Bell and 
Hujtb Farrell, experienced drlUera, were 
tending steam drill* yesterday forenoon, 
when a tremendous explosion occurred. 
Canoeld'a head was blown from bis body. 
Cullen and Bell were thrown somo dis- 
tance, and died shortly after being taken 
out Farrell is the only survivor of those 
who were working at the drills. H« was 
thrown twenty five feet, and when he re- 
coveted consciousness found two of his 
fingers broken and cuts on his face. The 
tunnel was so dark fiom smoke that he 
could see none of his companions and did 
not know whether they Were dead or 
alive 
Richard MiUor, John Whalen and Charles 


R. Furlong, who were In the tunnel, were 
more or toss injured by falling rock. At 
the time of the accident the men at the 
steam drills were drilling in the face of 
the rock 
Holes are made from *ix 


to eight feet deep and the rock Is blasted 
with giant powder 
The general impres- 


sien Is that the men in drilling struok an 
old hole in whfeh was an unexptoded 
cartridge, causing a premature blast 


Cullen was alxnit flfty, and leave* a 


widow and three children. Bell was 
tfcrty-flve, and leaves a widow and two 
children. Canfleld was twenty-five and 
leaVes a bride of a l8w months The ex- 
plosion was heard a considerable dis- 
tance. Hundreds of people from the sur- 
rounding quarrying districts flocked to 
tte scene. No blame, it is thought, can 
be attached to any one

Hamlin was half negro, and, to look at that 
poi trait, one might think tliat he also had 
negro blood in bis veins 


"My fathti,'' continued Col Brownlow, 


"foiesaw the war year* before it occurred 
When I wan at college in Virginia the elec- 
tion of 1850 took place, and my father wrote 
me in regni d to the result 
He spoke of the 


election of Buchanan and said 'hi four yean 
fiom now we will have another presidential 
election 
The Democratic party will divide 


and will take one candidate from the north 
and another fiom the south 
They will be 


defeated and a Republican will be elected 
The south will not submit to this, and the 
cotton glowing states will secede. 1 don't 
think Tennessee will go out of the Union, 
not will the other border states The north 
will not consent to this secession, and we will 
have B war of several years' duration' All 
of this prophecy came true, and I would give 
flOOif I had in my possession that letter, the 
contents of which are photographed on my

A FATAL MISTAKE. 


Charles WaUer Takes Paris Green 


and Expires. 


Charles Walser.the well-known drayman 


and brother of Ben Walser, expired this 
morning between 8 and 9 o'clock at his 
home, 761 East Wood street. He had 
gone home last evening and was sitting 
on the porch until after 10 o'clock, when 
he took a doae of what he thought to be 
quinine and retired. Instead, he had 
taken about a holt teaspoonfnl of Paris 
green, and shortly afterward he became 
quite sick. The fact that he had taken 
the poison was not discovered until 
about three o'clock this morning. Dr. 
Drury was summoned, bnt it was too 
late. The poison had done its work. 
Coroner Perl held an inquest this morn- 
ing. The jurymen were W. C. Poster, G. 
W. Drury, 8. Trowbridge, John H. My- 
ers, Charles H. Bottenhorn and Adam 
Seeforth. The witnesses were John B. 
Hornstein, Mrs. Walser, wife of the de- 
ceased, and Dr. Drury. The testimony 
brought out the fact that Mr. Walser 
had used Paris green last Thursday at 
his place in the country to kill potato 
bugs. He had a quantity ot the poison 
in one of his vest pockets, and quinine 
in another pocket. He had made a fatal 
mistake in the darkness. A verdict of 
accidental poisoning was returned by the 
jury. 


The deeeased was aged 59 years, two 


months and 22 days, was a native of Ger- 
many, and had been a resident of Deca- 
tnr 31 years. For a long time he was in 
the employ of John Ullrich. He leaves' 
a widow and four children—Mrs. Jacob 
Scherer, Mrs. Wm. Hutchinson, Charles 
Walser, jr., and Miss Mary Wnlser.
